Statement Relating to State Aid for Highways in Town of Stratham. 


Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are required to 
raise one-fourth of one per cent. of their valuation for maintenance 
of roads, provided, however, that no town is required to raise an 
amount exceeding $50 per mile of road. The valuation of the 
towns for r9go08, and the actual mileage of roads in each town can- 
not be definitely stated at this date, hence the amounts opposite 
“A” and “C” below are approximate only. 

Subject to the above statement, the following amounts relate to 
the above-named town. 


A. Amount required to be raised under the law of 1899, 
one-fourth of one per cent., $933 32 
B. Additional amount if town applies for state aid, 186 50 


C. Total minimum amount required to be raised for 
highway purposes if town applies for state aid, $1,119 82 


If no application for state aid is made in 1908, the town is re- 
quired under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, to set apart 
and expend for permanent improvement the sum of $373.00. 

If the town does apply for state aid under the above-mentioned 
law of 1905, a joint fund for the town is formed, the items of which 
are as follows :

Set apart by town under Section 4, 186 50 
Apportioned by state under Section 5, 335 40

In August, 1907, Stratham became a part of the supervisory dis- 
trict previously composed of Newmarket and Epping. By the 
terms of the union Stratham is to receive one-fifth of the Superin- 
tendent’s time.

ATTENDANCE, 


I ask careful scrutiny of the attendance statistics. No school 
can be held accountable for the instruction or training of a pupil 
unless he attends ; and if he is absent a large fraction of the time, 
it is evident he must suffer. Those parents, however, that permit 
the most irregularity on the part of their children are usually the 
ones who incline to hold the school and the teacher to the most 
rigid accountability for the progress of their children. I have 
found, during the current year, that the people of Stratham are no 
exception to this general rule. Most of the complaints that have 
reached me, directly or through the teachers, relate to children 
whose lack of regularity and punctuality has been of great injury 
to the schools. For not only does an absence or a tardiness 
prove a detriment to the work and character of the pupil guilty of 
it, but itis an interruption and set-back to every member of the 
class and school. 

Attention is called to the Laws of the State relative to employ- 
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ment of children, and to the duty of the parent to keep his child 
in school al the time the school is in session. 


CHAPTER 93 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


¢ “Secrion to. No child under the age of twelve years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment. No child under 
the age of fourteen years shall be employed in any manufacturing 
establishment, or in any mechanical, mercantile, or other employ- 
ment during the time in which the public schools are in session 
in the district in which he resides. 

“Sect. 11. No child under the age of sixteen years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment, or in any mechani- 
cal, mercantile, or other employment during the time in which the 
public schools are in session in the district in which he resides, 
without first presenting a statement of his age from his parent or 
guardian, sworn to before the superintendent of schools, or, if 
there is no superintendent of schools, before some person author- 
ized by the school board of the district in which such child is 
employed. 

*« And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be employed 
as aforesaid during the time in which the public schools are in 
session in the district in which he resides without first presenting a 
certificate from the superintendent of schools, or, if there is no 
superintendent of schools, some person authorized by the school 
board, that such child can read at sight and write legibly simple 
sentences in the English language. And any superintendent of 
schools or person authorized by the school board who certifies 
falsely as to matters prescribed by this section shall be fined not 
less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. 

“ Sect. 13. If any owner, agent, superintendent, or overseer of 
a manufacturing, mechanical, or mercantile establishment or any 
other person shall employ any child in violation of the provisions 
of either of ‘the three preceding sections, he shall be fined not 
exceeding fifty dollars for each offense, for the use or the district.” 

‘‘Sect. 14. Every person having the custody and control of a 
child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a child 
under the age of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language, residing in a 
school district in which a public school is annually taught, shall 
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cause such child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session, unless the child shall be excused by the school 
board of the district because his physical or mental condition is 
such as to prevent his attendance at school for the period re-, 
quired, or because he was instructed in the English language in a 
private school approved by the school board for a number of 
weeks equal to that in which the public school was in session in 
the common English branches, or, having acquired those branches, 
in other more advanced studies. Any person who does not com- 
ply with the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dollars 
for the first offense and twenty dollars for every subsequent offense, 
for the use of the district.” 

“Sect. 15. The state superintendent of public instruction shall 
have authority to enforce the laws relating to attendanee at school 
-and the employment of minors, and, for this purpose, he and any 
deputy appointed by him shall be vested with the powers given by 
law to truant officers when authorized by school boards to enforce 
the laws relating to attendance at school and the employment of 
children.”’ 

It should be noted that the parent who employs his own child is 
as much a violator of law as the owner of a factory who employs 
one of the same age during term time. 

The records for the school year ending July 15, 1907, show an 
attendance of 89.69 per cent., two hundred and eighty-two (282) 
tardinesses, and only three children who were not absent or tardy 
during the year, viz.: Chester A. Scammon, of the Ridge school ; 
Ralph P. Lane and Percy D. Murray, of the Plains school. 

Though the parents are primarily at fault for the irregularity of 
their children, the teacher cannot avoid a share of the responsi- 
bility. A school will show great contrasts in this respect under 
successive teachers. 

I have endeavored to impress upon our teachers the importance 
of creating a right public sentiment. 


SCHOOL BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The teachers and the Superintendent are endeavoring to take 
proper care of books and to use a wise economy in the matter of 
supplies. Books destroyed or injured by the carelessness, thought- 
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lessness, or intent of a pupil should be paid for. The public should 
be protected in its property rights as carefully as an individual. 
Any other course is a training to bad citizenship. 

In my judgment, the control of books and supplies should be in 
the hands of the Superintendent under such limitations as to cost 
as the Board sees fit to impose. The Superintendent knows when 
these articles are needed, and the kind that he desires to be used, 
and should be able to supply them seasonably. 

I have, however, no recommendation to make, as it may seem 
impracticable to reach the ideal system with the Superintendent 
visiting the town one day in the week, and having no local habita- 
tion. Some time in the future when he has an office assigned 
him with store-room, I believe that this plan will appeal to the 
judgment of the School Board. 


INSTRUCTION. 


I have not aimed at any radical changes in methods of instruc- 
tion. I have found much to commend ; some things to disapprove. 
The general spirit of the schools is good. ‘There is, however, a 
lack of self-dependence on the part of pupils that makes for poor 
scholarship, a habit of gwesszng at results rather than 2nowing them. 

It is our aim to secure accuracy in work and statement, and to 
train the pupil to such habits that power will be developed. 

No blind following of any superintendent’s ‘ methods’’ will 
enable a teacher to achieve worthy results, She must understand 
the principles which underlie the methods or she is destined to 
failure. 

Some measure of the efficiency of Stratham schools is shown an- 
nually by the examination of its candidates for entrance to sec- 
ondary schools ; this, however, is not an infallible standard, as the 
character and demands of the examination vary with the person- 
ality of the examiners. 

CONCLUSION. 

I beg leave to express my appreciation of the confidence and 

support given me by your Board.
